~"Tlie Corrupt Lonista Floored." t 

Our evening cotemporary, mid those 
■who hang with him, ai'tor that defeat 
in tho Houso yosterday, may woll 
exclaim — " Tiger huuting is very fine 
amusomont, bo Jong as wo hunt the 
tiger; but it is awkward when tho tigor 
takes it into his head to hunt us." 
Our cotnmporary and his irionds have 
boon hunting oflico for several years. 
They havo written, moved, memorial- 
ized and prayed for it ovor sinco they 
havo boon in tho Colony ; but the 
moro they ran after it, tho more, like 
tho ficklo godoss, it avoidod thoin. 
Latterly however, tho Syren changed 
her mind. In place of tho office Book- 
ing to avoid tho cliquo, it has actually 
courted thoir embraces — placed itself 
in thoir way and besought thorn to 
onjoy it. Intoxicated by their appa- 
rent success, or wearied by their long 
and arduous chase, tho " party" fell a 
proy to the blandishments of tho do- 
coiver, aud havo only just awakened 
to a knowledge of the fact that thoy 
have boon completely bought and sold 
at a tremendously low figure. Lurod 
from tho performance of their sworn 
duty by tho promise of position — 
crawling at tho foot of the Executive, 
and eager to pink up the crumbs that 
fill from his table — what a shameful 
abandonment of principle, and what a 
deplorable spectacle tho trio presented 
in tho Houso yesterday. Thoy 
Boomed to havo -an innato sonso of 
thoir own unworthinoss, and ono of 
tho number, boforo tho voto came on ; 
remembered that he had pressing busi- 
ness in town, and left his two mis 
guidod fellow patriots to find thoir 
■way out of tho difficulty as best thoy 
might. It is unnecessary to add that tho 
Corruptionists wero overthrown and 
vanquished and that tho non^confl- 
donco resolutions aro virtually lost 
During tho discussion by the news- 
papers as to tho power of tho Execn.

Farther Point, July 25.— The Hibernian 
brings tluton to Fovember ft is now de- 
clared in diplomatic circles at St. Peters- 
burg that Russia will not abandon lier neu- 
trality, nor allow intervention, The Moscow 
Gazette expressed sympathy with the Italian 
canso, and says Italy must have Rome. 

Tho Prussian headquarters wero at Bruno 
with a second column at Iylati marching rap- 
idly on Vionna.

Gerjeral Cialdini had occupied Viconza, 
cutting off the Austrian troops in Veneiia 
from succor uuless he bo dislodged. 

Tho London Tuna believes tho discour- 
agement of jlhe Austrian army by their re- 
peated louses in Bohemia will deter the 
Emporor Irom a final encounter so close to 
his capital, and trusts that before tho Pruss- 
ians shall bo ready lor tho onset an interview 
betwoon the monarebfl will lake place, which 
might better huvo boon held tho day after 
the disastor at Konigegrnlz.

Davis leaped instantly from his reenm- 
bent attitude, a flush passing over his fuce 
for a moment, and then his countenance 
growing livid and rigid as death. 

lie gasp'-d for breath. OIUlcblDg his throat 
with the thin fingers tf the right hand., nn<) 
then recovering himself slowly, while his 
wasted figure lowered up to iis lull height — 
now appearing to Bwell with indignation, 
and then to shrink with terror, as he gJanced 
from tho Captain's face to the shackles — he 
said slowly nud with a luboring chest: 

"My fiod ! you cannot have been sent to 
iron me." 

"Such oro my orders," sir," mplied the 
officer, beckoning tho blacksmith to approach, 
who stepped forward, unlocking Iho padlock 
11 nd preparing the fetters to do their office. 
These letters were of heavy iron, probably 
live-eights ol an inch in thickness, and con- 
nected together with a chain of light weight.

The Speaker replied, that officially he had 
nothing to communicate to the House.

Mr DeCosmos wus quite surprised that a 
inao who had always professed to ho favora- 
ble to liberal interests, should tuko up btich 
an amendment. The object of the motion 
was simply to bring about a closer alliunce 
and greater harmony between the tw o Houses 
of Legislature, and to benefit the country 
by enabling the business of legislation to 
progress; all that was asked, was that the 
maticr should be considered in Committee. 
Not a reason was advanced why it should 
not bo done. All that was in view by ihe 
motion, was to remove obstacles at present 
in existence and to do guod to the country. 
Instead of taking a liberal view of tho sub- 
ject, tho hon. member for ihe district was 
allying himself to the fossilized tories and 
Btandmg in tbo way of the interests of the 
country. , 

Mr Young left tho House last time, in dis- 
gust, aud met to day in shame at tbo vacilla- 
tion of some of its members. In ordor to 
understand the mailer, it was necessary to go 
to the beginning. The hon. gentleman went 
into the grievances of tho House, on 
which by a majority often to twelve, a volo 
of want of coniideoce was passed. He conld 
not^do otherwise than associate this motion 
with tho resolutions, and " proceeded " 
to mako personal allusions to a visionary 
delighting in the euphonious name of " lover 
of tho world" who wished to have greatness 
Ibrust upon him. A "Club" bad once 
been formed out of the House, aud that per- 
son ruled the roost, until they all foil away. 
The hon gentleman was here called to order, 
and related a story about Santa Anna in 
Me'ico — taunting Iho senior city member 
for bis so-called, Amor patrim! He consid- 
ered that the House would be making a per- 
fect laughing stock of itself in tho eyes of 
the public if it stultified itself by allowing 
euch a motion to pass. He commented sev- 
erely on back-stair influence. 

Mr Pidwell rose to a point of order; and 
tho two hon members both addressed tho 
chair. 

Mr Young was finally allowed to continue, 
and was remarking that he had said nothing 
disrespectful ai;uinst tho Governor, but he 
maintained that the Governor had opposeJ 
tho Uuiisa and the interests of Iho country. 

Mr Pidwell again rose to a point of ordor, 
and a laughable scone ensued, both gentlu~ 
men again addressing the chair, Mr Voung 
trying to drown the rematks ol the member 
for Salt Spring lalund, by reading from the 
Imperial Act ol 186jto show the illegality of ihe 
attempt to have a ministerial council appoin- 
ted. 

Mr McClore thought that the hon. gentle- 
man who had sat down, had been somewhat 
personal although liu had amused tho House. 
Ho wub, however, wroug in his law. He 
(Mr McClure) proceeded to quolo from Iho 
same authority) to show that tho motion 
before the House was strictly legal, and 
placed boloro the House his reasons for sup- 
porting tho motion, which he regarded as 
one of the most important that had ever 
come before the House. The same thing 
had been fouud to work well in Antigua 
and other Colouios where it had been tried 
Ah to (be allusion at back stair influenced, 
he deprecated anything of ibe sort, and would 
state that be Had not directly or indirectly,

municaiion with any member of the Govern- 
ment on this sulject, hut his sole object was 
to promote the best interests of tho country.

The Ascent of Mount Baker.— Dr 
Brown aod Mr ET Coleman returned by the 
Josio McNoar, having failed to accomplish 
their intention of ascending Mount Baker. 
They inform us tbat they proceeded up the 
Skadgot River, with Judgo Darwin, ol 
Washington Torritory, and accompanied by 
Indians, a distance of about 40 miles, wheD 
they reached tho coofluenco of a stream, 
called the White Stone or Tukullum River, 
which Hows from <ho base of tho moun- 
tain. It becamo necessary hero to procure 
guides, but the tribe of Indians who resido 
there, named tho fcLoma, numbering some GO 
strongi became apprehensive that tho white 
men were making an attempt io set foot on 
their Boil, and declined to let them proceed. 
Finding remonstrance useless, tho party re- 
traced their steps. Tho country in Ihe vi- 
cinity of tho mountain, on that side appears 
to be very impracticable ; on the Whatcom 
sido, howevor, it is said that thero is a prac- 
ticable approach to the mountain by water, 
where the natives will offor no molestation, 
and by this routo, Mr Coleman with the Hon 
Mr Eldridge, and probably other gentlemen 
from tho opposito side, purpose making a 
second attempt lo ascend to the crator. 

Actions for DefRaudinu tiik Revenue. — 
Suits havo been comuionced at San Praucis- 
co against J. W. Raymond, agent ol the op- 
position Steamship Line and tho steamship 
Moses Taylor, and also against Oliver Eld- 
ridge, agent of tho Pacific Mail Steamship 
Company nd the steamship Colden Age, for 
violntiog the Slate Revenue law in not hav- 
ing affixed stamps to their tickets as required 
by the laws of that State. The actions were 
brought by Attorney General McCullouglt in 
behalf of the State. Tho complain! in the 
former caso sets forth that tho steamship 
Mosos Tuylor haa, since the 12th day of Au- 
gust, 1866, taken out of the Stale 2905 pas- 
sengers, whoso tickets or memoranda of pas- 
sage were not properly stamped, by which 
the owners of the ship are liable in the sum 
of S250 ror each violation. In this instance, 
it is claimed that tho defendants are liable in 
iho sum of $726,250. The steamship Gulden 
Age is charged with having on her trips of 
April 30tb and Juno 9th, 1860, taken out ol 
tho Slate 001 passengers on tickets which 
were not properly slamped, for which viola- 
tion of the law $165,250 is claimed. Tho law 
requires that tickets ahull bo stamped a fol- 
lows : First cabin, $6 ; Second cabin, SI ; 
Steerage, #2. It alao provides thai the com- 
pany shall bo liable in tho sum of S2;10 for 
each violation of ihe law. 

Arrival of tbB * JosiH MoNear.— Tho 
new siduiwbeel Bteamcr Josie MoNear, Capt. 
Crosby, with 40 passengers, 50 hoad ol cattle 
and y00 sheep, arrived from ports on I'mot 
Sound yesterday, bringing tho United States 
Mail. The Josio is a nearly new vessel, and 
was purchased for 850,000. Her totiuago is 
13G, and her lower deck is admirably adapt- 
ed for carrying slock. Workmen ure on- 
gaged in building now staterooms, and tho 
improvements, when completed, will cnablo 
hor to comfortably berth 35 passengers. Tho 
rate of fare has boon reduced to 88 from 
Olympift to Victoria and S3 from Port Town* 
send. Pour dollars is tho rate per head for 
cattle arid horses, and 70 oonts per hoad for 
sheep. 'Ihe Josio will start to-morrow on 
her return lo Poget Sound. She will arrive 
here every Tuesday and will loave regularly 
on Thursdays.
